Annu Pridegio/us : If We judiciouſly: 
conſider, of ihe preſent State and Tem» 
per of the World, Orat leaſt expe&t 
it, to dea Yeir of ſome extraordinary 
concernment, For the preſent Conjnn- 

fture of Affurs in (hriftendom , on the one hand, and the 

great and conſiderable Preparations of the Grazd Seignior 0n 
the other, may juſt'y ſeem to fill the Thoughts of molt ju- 
dicious People with che expeRation of ſome Prodigious or 

Superlative Ations, to enſue, and be apparent in this very 
years A.2 .True- 


Annus Troarmſus, Or 
True it is, great are the matters now on foot,even in theſe 
very Emropeas parts; and ſtrong preparations are making 
for War (as it is notoriouſly known.) ASif fierce mirtia! 
ations, were now the only buſineſs generally intended to 
be profecuted: And amongſt others, Evglend ſeems now 
concerned. His Aajefty of Great Brita, being juſtly 
provoked , and ſtirred up ( once-more- ) unto a War, 
with a people vulgarly called, the Hollander or Dntch: 
by the affronts and injuries, done unto His Majeſty, and 
His Subjects, by thoſe ungrateful People, Ir being ſuffici- 
ently known, even to all the inhabitable parts of the World, 
that our very forefathers, by their bloud and valour, did 
in the time of che Raign of our moſt Gracious Soveraign, 
Queen Eliabeth, of famous memory : advance even theſe 
very Dateh, Mens Progenitors : from a very low, diſtreſ- 


ſed, and mean condition, to their preſent greatneſs at this 


time, of being Merchants, Souldiers, Seamen, and a no- 
ted People, for a general traffick of all the World. Whoſe 
HogenCHMegens muſt afſuredy know, (e're a very fort time) 
notwithſtandiog, their preſent greatneſs : that they chem- 
ſelves'are, and ſhall be inferiour, unto His 21ajr/ty,- as 
King of Gyear Britain, This I preſume to mention, in re- 
gard of the preſent Configurations of the Stars, and the 
effeQs of two malevolent oppeſicions of the two ſuperiour 
Planets, Saturn and 7#piter, now operating.upon thote Peo- 
ple; and the preſent threatnings of Heaves againſt thery, 

In the year 1664, God gave warning unto the World of 
ſeveral approaching calamities, by the appearenrce of a Co. 
met in November and December, of the faid year ; which 
did accordingly happen. Among the reſt, the Holanders 
were ( quickly after ) fufficiently ſenſible of many Troubles; 
occaſioned by a War ( which not without good ſucceſs ) His 
Hajeity of Great Britain, proſecuted ”__ them, where- 
by the D-tch were ſenſible of many loſſes, and the deſtru. 


ion of many of their ſhips and men, by ſeveral Seaen- 


gagements with the Exgizſh; after which a Peace was obtain- 
ed, God as it were giving them time and ſpace to amend ; 
whoſe mercy hath been by them not much regarded : no a« 
mendment hathappeared, nor better carriage- towards the 
Engliſh, Ergo, Nom by the oppoſitions of the two ſuper;- 
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our 'bodies,. and. other Cateſtial Configurations, God doth 
again give them notice of a {ad time approaching : even to 
the great hazard of their liiez and fortunes; if not of 
cheir whole Countrey, 

Aſſuredly, every Kingdom, Countrey, City, and Peo- 
ple, in this World hath their Criſs or Cn1tical rimes ; and 
irc ſeems probable unto me, according to the rules of Arc, 
That even this very year 1672, will be a Critical year unto 
the Xnited Prowinees, And if we look back unto the time 
of their failing off from che Governmeat of the moſt Catho- 
lick King, we ſhall tindit to beinthe year 1572, Petavins 
Hiſt, of the World, Lb. 9. Cap. 12. So that they have 
coatinued a free State, or People of Governmen: in their 
own hands, theſe 100. years; but even now ſeem to b 
drawing to ſame ſudden Cataitrophy. | 

The truth is, when I was drawing up my Obſeryations 
in 71 laſt paſt, forthe Preſs, in my A/marach tor this ſaid 
year 1672, Since Printed and publiſhed, Iithen found goed 
reaſon ( verily ) according to the Politions and Configura- 
tions of the Ce/rftia! Bodies, even in this very year, co 
miſtruſt ſome more chen ordinary matters attend thoſe very 
Gountries, therein + and to break forth amongſt thoſe very 
People, namely the Dutch, Yet conſidering with my (elf 
( as the caſt then ftood ) it might not be ſafe for me, then 
ro mention publickly, what I then obſerved, was hinted 
againſt them, by the Configurations and Poſitions of the 
Heavens, happening eyen this very year : Ipaſtiroverin 
theſe very words, as you may- fird mentioned, page the 
13th, of the laſt ſheet of my faid A/manack-; for this ſaid 
year, 1672, viz, F:yily this preſent poſitrow of the "Planes 
Mars, ſerms to be of ſome uupleaſant relation, as" nnto ſome 
places nnder the Celefial fgu Cancer, (under which the 
United Provincesare) thi Sþring Quarter : for he oppo[cth now 
their Aſcendant, and that mn an exalted manner ; If Holland, 
Zealand,the Low Countreys; Venice, Tuvis, Algiers, Conftin» 
tinopſe, Amſterdam, avd ſome other places in the North, or 
Northern parts be no Ways diſturbed,or unſetled in their aff arrs ; 
but abide avd remain #8 4 quiet and peaceabit frame this year, 
8-H be 4\thing viry acceptable (I ſuppoſe} wnro them, 8&c; 
Since which time His 49jefty of Greas Britain, hath _ 
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6 Annus Prodigioſns, or " 
neceſſitated for the juſt defence, and vindication of his own,. 
and Subje&s Righcs, to declare War againſt the States of- 
the ſaid Wnirted Provinces 3 whoſe further diſturbance ſeems 
alſoſigaihed to appear from His Molt Chriſtian Maj fty,Qc.. 


There is not any thing in che Caoe'cſtial, or Elemantary-* 


Vorld withoutorder, Above us inthe Glorious Reavens, 
are Angels and Arch=angels; Below thoſe Heavens, («ccor. 

ding to the opinion of the Learned) ire inferiour Anpels,. 
or Spirits, Morcover, there are ſeveral Orbs of Supzrwur : 
and Interiour Stars : which have great ir fluence upon the 
Iofcriour chings here below, ( 4s many wiſe M-n conceive) 

and do ina nature} way, tureſhew.and declare beforchand,. 
unto the Worid, by thur Conjun@ions, ſeveral AſpeRs, 
Conhgurations, and. Tranfits in the Heavens; the grand 

Mutations, and Alterations of Kingdoms, Cities, Coun-- 
rreys. Provinces, The good or bad ſucceſs of the Armies. 
Navies, of Kings, Princes, and States, Dearth or Plenty; 
Peace, or. War, Famine, Plague and Peſtilence, or what. 

ever other Calamity, Change or Misfortune in a natural 
way, may be ignited to happen unto the World in gene- 
ral, or unto any particular part or Region thereof, Andir 
ofcen happeneth ,. that ſometimes thefe (/eftisl Bodies, 

and wandring. Stars, do.in ſyme,years, declare and fignifie- 
much good, and great Felicity unto ſome People, . Nations, 
and Ceuntreys; And ſometimes again, in ſome other years, . 
Evil, Trouble, War, Calamity andMisfortune ;. And theſe: 
things uſually happen ( unleſs contradicted by God himſelf) 
according to the courſe, and motion-which divine provi- 

dence hach affigned them in che Heavens, and the good or 
bad Aſpets, Configurations, and Poſitions of the Stars, 

yearly, and. every year —— Now upon ſtri& examination. 
of the preſent influence of the Stars, and diſpoſition of che- 
Heaven, we do in plain terms diſcover, that there are- 
macters deſigned and declared, by chem to appear evenin: 
this preſent year of 167%. to the United Provinces, and. 
their SubjeRs; and People of dangerous conſequence, &c, 
And of ſuperlative importance unto all Ezrope.. Ihave 
made 2.narrow diſquiſition into the effeRs of ſome oppoli- 
tons of the ewo Superiour Planets, Sewn and 7upiter, in 
fdrmer times ; and do find that they havealways been atren-

ded with no mean orcrivial ations; but with ſuch as have 
been of lofty concernment, and of a troubleſome Nature, 
as I could ſufficiently make manifeſt unto the World, And 
now there hath very lately happened two oppoſitions of 
theſe two Superiour Bodies, before-named, the one in Ofs- 
ber, the other in Fnwar laſt paſt, whoſe portents are now 
ready toappear, And athird oppofition ( alſo ) of them is 
deſigned co bappen in this year, in September nexr, whoſe 
effe&s will be alſo confiderable. Theſe Oppoſitions here 
mentioned, happening in the Conſtellations of V:res, and 
Piſces. Now, if the nized Provinces, be under the wa- 
try Triplicity, ( as is generally conceived by all Afro/ogers) 
Taen undoubtedly, thoſe Councreys will be in this year 
ſenſible of the malevolent Influence of theſe preſent oppo- 
ſicions; whoſe effeAs ſeem to be of a troubleſome impor- 
tance unto them, and their People 2 in regard F»prrer is in 
Piſces, a ſign or Aſteri;ſwwe of the watry Trigen ; and is now 
in theſe very times affiited, and diſturbed therein by $4- 
turns malevolent Influence. , 

In Oppoſitione duorum (wperiorum ſfirages finnt Rig. Lib. 2, Ap. $9: 

Again, it cannot be yet (I ſuppoſe ) quite forgotten 
How, that evena year and halfago, or there abouts; ſome 
part of the United Provinces were a little ſtartled, (and 
chae- not without cauſe) at a certain Prodigie which then 
happened in ſome part of thoſe Conntreys, which was a 
prodigious number of A4:ce, which did appear amongſt the 
People there, towards Rotterdam, or thereabouts : paſling 
over, or proceeding from a certain River, entring into 
the fields, and places of the inhabitants, ina moſt extraor- 
dinary manner. Aſſuredly, whatever ſlighe opinion the 
World may have of ſuch things, God ſeldom, or never 
ſends ſuch Prodigies amongſt any People, without giving 
warning thereby of ſome evil Change, Calamity or unex- 
peRed matters to enſue; And verily ſuch prodigies arey 
and onghe to be eſteemed of ſome important ſignification 
unto the Countreysor People whereſoever they happen, 

Finally, I have taken ſpecial notice of the poſition of 
Heaven, at the Suns ingreſs into Aries, upon the g:b, of 
March laſt paſt, at 42 minutes paſt 4 of the Clock inthe 


afternoon : Being the Revolwcional poſitign for this =

ſome conſiderable Aﬀpeds of, malevotent Nacurc, as ſepa- 
rating from'a Ywartile of Atercury, and applying toa D -ar- 
riltof Fapier ; and afterwards patlingby a Sextile at: Yenms 
and coming to a Quartilz of Saturn, All which duly cons 
ſidered with their Caeſiial matters of {ike conſequence, 
then alſo appearing in the ſaid polinon of Heaven : rogether 
alſo with ſ:me other malevoRat configuta'1ons, hereafrer 
appearing, we may very jultly conceive, #ndtereby dypreo- 
*ſume to'teli che World;rhart if Fugl and beunvery deed under 


' the, daminion of the Piznet AFars,and Cancer (be likewiſe J 


'the-true aſcendant 6f the United Provinces,and they under 
the dominion of the Moon {as bath:been herein declared ) 
and as all Airologers, both ancient &'modern have effirmed.. 
(1f there be any verity in Altrology,as ſome men of great 
learning and wiſdomin all Apes palit, have concluded ) chen 
aſluredly His Majzities Naval forces, ſhall manage iheir buſi» 
neſs in this preſent intended Waragainſt the Srares of the 
United Provinces, and their People wich great courage, and 
Gallaritry:; and His Majeſty ſhill rave good ſucceſs in 
'His preſent debgns ,, and Marcial undertakings againſt 
thoſe States and their People, who muſt naw in this year, 
labour under many difficulties, verily.che blood of the ſlaugh-- 
'tered Entliſh at e4mbiyua, which were mn cold blocd, fo ms 
.bumanly dealt withall by the D#tch,ſeem to cry aloud inthe 
_ Ears of God Altnighty for vengeanegagainſt chem, which 
ſeems naw preparing, andalmoſt creadyto be inflited upon
